Torexa, Kan., Aug. 11,—The Repub-
jican convention to nomnate & complate
,etate ticket met at ncon today. The
vote on temporary organization showed
that E. N. Morrill wonld berenominated
for governor almost unanimously.
Friends of Morrill presented for tempor-
ary chairman C. W. Sheldon, and the
opposition presented J. F. Greenlee.
Sheldon received 624 votes, Greenlee 229,
The latter vote is supposed to represend
the totai strength of Morrill’s three op-
ponents, Trontman, Potter and Peters.

SITUATION (AT WASHINGTON.

Varlous Party Managers Are All Con-
fident of Succans.

WasHixGTON, Aug. 11.—Political af-

fairs are quiet at the several headquar-
ters. The weather seems to affect the
pohiticinns. At Republican beadqoar-
ters letters from Kansas, Iowa and Mis-
souri all spoke of improvement in the
political outlook, and said all that was
needed was to get quantities of financial
literatore.
_The Democratic campaign committee
issued a document today on the ‘‘busi-
ness men's campaign.” It saysthat the
Republicans propose such a campaign,
and that the Democracy accepts the 1s-
goe.

The docnment firet quotes Mr. Bryan's
declaration that the farmer or the hired
employe is us much ag basiness man as
the banker or the big merchant, It
“then gives a list of the number of per-
wefss epeployed in 14 gainfal pursuits, in-
cluding ag¥colture, mining, manufact-
uring, trangportation, the purpoge being
to sliow the comparatively small per-
centage comprised under the head of
bankers, brokers, wholesalers and cor-
poration officers are business men, while
from the Democratic standpoint the
millions of farmers, producers and lab-
orers of all classes are ag much business
men as the few who live, thrive and
grow rich by trading in the producis of
labor.

Senator Jones, chairman of the nation-
al Democratic committee; Senator
Fanlkoer, chairman of the congressional
committee, and Lawrence Gardner, of
the latter committee, have gone to New
York to attend the meeting of the na-
tional committee today and meet Mr.
Bryan.

IT WAS A STUP1ID BLUNDER.

Treasnry Accidentally Distribntes Free-
Silver Speeches.

Wassixgrox, Avg. 1ll.— Some con-
sternation has been created at the treas-
nry department through the discovery
that in some unexplained manner the
buresu officers had been guilty of circu-
lating some of Senator Stewart’s
speeches. To answer comprehensively
all the many questions relating to the
carrency question that have been pour-
ing in, Secretary Carlisle pome time ago
canted to be prepared circular No. 113,
a pamphlet of fifty-three printed pages,
giving much information respecting
bond issnes, paper currency and the
like. When an application for informa-
tion was received, the answer to which
could be found in this pamphlet, the
boreau chief receiving the letter would
gimply mail one of these circulars to the
applicant in place of writing out an an-
EWer.

This has been going on for at least a
week, and there is no telling how many
circulars were sent out when a letter
came to hand from one of the recipieats
calling attention to the fact that the de-
partment bad sent in answer to his
question, a copy of a strong silver speech
delivered by BSenator Btewart in the
senate September 5th last, when a fili-
buster was going on.

An examination of the piles of ciren-
lars lying in the department showed
that in some way the pablic printing
office had bound up in the cover pur-
porting to etate the contents of the
pamphlet a nomber of the silver
speeches. The officials say they have
found only seventeen of the speeches so
far, but there is no means of learning
just how many of them have been sent
out under the guise of sound financial
slatistica.

BULLET IN HIS BRAIN,

Dend Body of August l'tomm Found in
Walla Walln.

Warra Warra, Aag. 11,—August Ro-
man, & Frenchman, about 456 years old,
was murdered by eome unknown per-
song, within the city limite, either Mon-
day morning or last night.

This morning, when the Oregon Rail-
wayv & Navigation passenger train was
on ite way to Spokane, the trainmen saw
a man’s body on the ground in the rear
of the cattle corral of Ennie & Co., near
the track in the northern portion of
town. When the train reached Pres-
cott, the Information was telegraphed
bere. Officers went to the place and
found Roman’s body lying flat on his
back. The head was glightly raised
against & post. By the leit shoulder
wag a amall pistol, and above the center
of the forehead wass &8 wound made by
the fatal bullet. The man’s {ace and
shirt were covered with blood and the
body lay in & pool of blood.

The officers removed the body to an
andertaker’s,and the coroner heid an in-
queat. It was at first snpposed the man
had committed suicide, but a physician
sexamined the wonnd and found the bal-
let had ranged downward and lodged in
the base of the brain. No signs of pow-
der marks were found, and the physi-
cian stated that, from the direction the
ball took it was impossible for the man
to have committed the deed himeelf,

THE TEST OF VALUES.

Gold Now Huys Less Labor thas 25
Years Ago.

Chicago Chronicle, Dem.

No competent student places the aver-
age fall"in gold prices from the max-
imupim, about 1873 to 1883, at more than

only to commodities, not to eervices.
According to the investigation made by
the senate committee on finance with
the aid of the national labor burean,
there wias an actoal advapce in wages
during that period down to the close of
the investigation.

Averaging the price of lsbor with the
prices of commeodities, thereiore, the
value of gold must have risen very much
less than the decline of 30 per centin
commodity prices wounld indicate.

But the main thing is that with re-
spect to labor gold has actually fallen in
value. It takes more gold to pay for an
hour's labor now Lhan it did 28 years
ago. The greater the rise in the valoe
of gold with respect to commodities,
therefore, the better for the wage earn-
er, for he can buy the more with the
same quantity of gold.

While the tabular stardard can never
be made exact, it i= nevertheless n=eful.
From the wvarious tabulations which
have been mude the conclusion iz estab-
lished beyond all reasonable donbt that
the workingman can get more for his
wages than he conld 25 vears ago, while
the dollar with which to pay his debt
| coste him lesa labor.

FORMALLY NOT]F]ED

Governor Stone Makes the
Addresses,

BRYAN, THE BOY ORATOR, REPLIES

He Makes an Eloguast Defeoss of the
Chilecago Platform and the Dem-
oeratio Party.

New York, Aog. 12.—William Jen-
nings Bryan, of Nebrasks, and Arthur
Bewall, of Maine, were tonight formally
notified of their nomination by the
Democratic party for the offices of presi-
dent and vice-president, st a meeting in
the big Madison-Square garden, forming
a notable political event, and a remark-
able climnx to the remarkable toor of
the presidential candidate across half
the continent. An srmy of unnum-
bered thousands filled the streets and
ecrowded about the building in the hope
of secaring admission. In the hall,
which was like a fiery furnace, Bryan
gepoke to 20,000 people for nearly two
hours. His address dealt almost en-
tirely with the financial guestion; was
more argumentative and less eloquent
tban his historrc Chicago epeech, and
only in & closing sppeal to the citizens
of New York did he speak in the etrain
in which he had captured the Chicago
convention. He was surroonded by
many of the silver leaders. The Demo-
cratic leaders, with the exception of for-
mer State Treasurer Danforth, who pre-
sided over the meeting, and Congress-
man William Sualzer, who organized the
first Bryan club in the state, were not
present.

Mr. Sewell spoke briefly aiter Bryan
and was heartily cheered. Governor
Stone, of Missouri, delivered the notifi-
cation speech, which declared that the
work of the Chicago convention was the
work of the plain people, and that Bryan
was their candidate.

After the notification meeting, Mr.
Bryan was driven to the Hotel Barthol-
di, facing Madizon equare, where he
spoke again on a balcony, with, Mr.
Sewall and Mrs. Bryan, who shared with
her hnsband ali the honors and atten-
tion of the day. This second audience,
standing in the streets, seemed to be
composed moetly of workingmen, and
Mr. Bryan exhorted them to eupport
the canse of free silver with one of the
moset effective and open speeches which
he has made in the campaign. Lesser
lights of the party and singie-tax men
held gix overflow meetings on thestreeta
around Madison equare, and made
gpeeches during the gardem mesting.
Altogether, the opening of the Demo-
erutic campaign made an exeeedingly
lively night.

The police lines were formed about 0
o'clock, by 1000 picked men. As the
houre rolled on the crowd increased so
rapidly that this large force was almost
powerless fo handle 1t. Twice the 40-
000 men, women and children who were
cheering and surging to get closer broke
through the ranks, and with difficulty
were driven back. Only one person was
reported injured—a marvelous fact, as
the enormons crowd jammed the sireets
for many blocks.

Bryan Has Laryogitis.

New Yoex, Ang. 12—W. J. Bryan,
the Democratic nominee for the presi-
dency, is enffering today from an attack
of acate laryngitis. A specialist who
waa called to attend him, hopes Mr.
Bryan will be able to deliver his speech
at the notification mesting this evening.

A CRUSADE OF BLOOD.

Troops Agninst anl‘vu of
Formosn.

Vicroria, Aug. 12,—From far Formosa
where for npwards of a year Japanese
troops hove been vuinly striving to erush
out the geeds of post-bellum opposition
to Japanese innovations, comes a story
which, fer barbarons ernelty, and defiant

Japanese

violation of all ethies of civilization, has |

fortanately few parallels in history.

The terrible tale of rapine, murderand {

wanton cruelty reached here by the
steamer Empress of Japan, and folly
bears ont the statement on the situation
in Formosa given publicily by the Rev.
Dr, Macksy on his return to that island
six months ago.

Other equally credible correspondents
aré now the witnesees against Japan,
and the burden of their arraignment is
that, sesing neither lame nor profit te
be gained in the subjogation of the For-
mogang by the arts of modern warfare,
recognized g3 legitimate by ecivilized
nations, the Japanese troops sent to the
island have embarked in a crusade of
blood, their object being to erusnh out all
signs of discontent by as far as possible
exterminating the nstive population.

In this campaign there were no for-
eign powers to make protest, no foreign
press representatives to herald to the
world the atrocities, the telling of which
would bring npon Japan the contempt
of all enlightened people.

Says the Tainanfu representative of
the China Mail:

‘“As a result, the policy of extermina-
tion has been zealously purened from the
beginning of the esmpaign, and what,
with the destruction of their orops, the
burning of their villages, the desecra-
tion of the graves of their loved ones,
the violation of their wivee and daogh-

ters, and the botchery of their innocent
children, the people are driven to the
last expedients of desperation.”

NEAGLE ON TRIAL.

He Almost Yrecipitates a Row In the
Conrtroom.

Sax Fravcrsco, Aong. 12.—David Nea-
gle pleaded not guilty to assanlting A
J. Collina this morning. The slayer of
Judge Terry was not represented by
counsel, and that fact nearly led to a
sensational scene before the conclusion
ol the proceedings.

W. C. Cobery and other witnesses
testified that Neagle was abont the
Southern Pacitie general offices and
brutally banged Colling’ head agninst
the railroad. Proseeuting Attorney
Reed tried to develop testimony ehow-
ing that Neagle was connected with the
Southern Pacific as ““bouncer.”” Neagle
violently objected to this line of ex-
amination. Reed addressed the court,
saying:

“If this manis employed as a hired
ruffian, it is competent to ehow it.”’

“I am not a hired raffian,” shouted
Neagle, advancing toward Reed.

The opal was carefully
wrapped up, and Mr. Bryan departed,
einted to think he had esecared a good
stone for §1 lesa than ita price. But his
elation was greatly inferior to that felt
by the merchant, who bad securec $6—
three American dollars being nearly
equal in value to six Mexican dollars—
for what he had only asked $4.

Thie little incident carries with it a
neat little nforal: Mr. Bryan may koow
a good opal when he sees it, but he doea
not know that an American silver dollar
i a8 good as two Mexican ones.

DEATH IN THE FLOOD!

HEAVY LIFE AND PROPERTY LOSS

Six Mersons Drowned at the Village
of Dehaven--All Rivers Greatly

Swallen.

Prrrssurc, Aug. 13.—A great rain
gtorm barst over this eily and vicinity
thi® morning at 8 o'clock, deluging & ter-
ritory several miles in extent, swelling
the streams into torrents, eweeping
away bridges and buildings and sending
a score of human beings into eternity.

The storm came from the southwest,
Great banks of dark, angry clonds hov-
ered over Pittsburg and the sorrounding
conntry, turning dawn into darkness
and etriking  terror to the heart. Sud-
denly the clouds burst asunder and the
rain fell in sheets. “The heavv rain
lasted for fully three fiours.

The storm is attributed to the zp-
proach of a cool wave fromm the north-
west,

At Dehaven, a small town vear {he’
Wildwood oil well, six people sre re-
ported drowned.

Everything is washed ont between
Sharpsburg and Dehaven. Dehaven has |
several hundred inhabitants, and is
sitnated about six wiles north of Alle-|
gheny, on the old Buotler plank road.
Pine creek, which runs through the
town, Is a raging torrent. Houses, oil
tanke and barns lodged against the
Pittsburg & Western railroad bridge at
Etna, where at 11 o'clock there was
eight feet of water on the main street.

Residents are seeking safety on the
hillgides. The lowlande at Sharpsburg
are under water, and the flood {5 spread-
ing rapidly.

Reports from Capin Creek valley indi-
cate that the logs of life from the clound-
barst will be heavy. At 12:45 p. m.,
thirty lives were reported lost. The
whole Pine Creek valley, eight miles in
At Dehaven, an
entire [amily bpamed Appleton was
drowned, Among the others los: are
Mr. Thomas Byrnes, Mrs. Thompson.
At Etna the water rose so rapidly that
the employes at Bpang, Chatfield &
Company's iron works wers compelled
to swim for their lives, The foundry 011
the workmen narrowly escaped.

OVER-THE-WATER COMMENT.

Logleal Reasoning Aneat Our Possible
Change of Standards.

Loxvox, Aug. 13.—The Westminster
Gazette, in 8 financial article this after-
noon, SAYs :

“PBryan’s speech will certainly not mn-
crease confidence in the minds of inves-
tors. It is replete with floancial heresies
and will canse investors everywhere to
desire to withdraw their money from
America while they are able to obtain
gold in payment for debts. Shonld the
free-gilyer party be elected, gold un-
doubtedly will be driven out of cirenla-
tion and a substantial preminm at onee
be demanded by those posseesing it.

“We do not believe individual Ameri-
cang will tuke advantage of the political
dishonesty proposed by the Democratic
convention, whereby even existing con-
tracts calling for payment in gold will
not be valid, when free coinage is car-
ried. Itis, howeyer, certain that rail-
roads owing large amounts of gold debt
would, with a premium on gold, be un-
able to meet their futerest obligations,
temporarily, st any rate, snd be forced
to pay eome of their debts in currency
or become bankrupt, Thefear of such
a contingency renders it extremely diffi-
cult to gell any bnt the highest class of
American railway bonds at the present
time, Still it is hoped the Eastern elec-
tors appreciate the danger ahead, and
will support the candidate pledged to
maintain the gold standard, otherwise
we are likely to witness a crigia of un-
equaled severity on the stock exchange,

Teesdale, the labor agitator,
secured Lhe services of Frank V. Drake
and Jodge M. L, Pipes to appear for the
men. They agreed to do so, but only on
the stipulation that Shreffler and his
crowd wonld plead guilly and throw
themeslves entirely on the merey of the
court. This was agread to, and, when
they marched into the courtroom, the
plea was so made. Shrefller was nllowed
to address the court, and distinetly prom-
ised, if not punished then, he would ab-
stain from further riotons acte. Each of

his nasociates mude the same promiseand” -

Judge Bellinger discharged them with-
out punishment. "They had no thonght
of keeping their word, but, starling out,
after passing the Oregon boundary line,
they seized amnother train. They met
with a sterner kind of jostice in Idaho.
The Unpited States jodge there sent
Shreffler and his ragamuffn companions
to jail for six monthe, He and some of
his associates retarned to Portland, and
later Breckenridge, one of the lot, went
to Californin and is now serving & hie
term in the penitentiary.
